GREED THE BESETTING SIN 

Nations are but the individual in the ag- 
gregate. Self-proservation is a law of 
nature, but man _ has corrupted it into 
downright dishonesty. All greed is dis- 
honest. If you are greedy you will stoop 
to dishonesty to satisfy that greed, nine 
times out of ten. While the instincts of 
self-preservation and of hustling should 
be encouraged and strengthened ‘in our 
children, the tendency to greed should be 
reasoned and educated out of them at an 
early age, or they will grow up to be dis- 
honest grafters and oppressors of each 
other. 

Trusts are the outgrowth of greed—the 
idea being to combine and form a monop- 
oly, that others shall be foreed to pay an 
unjust tribute. Grabbing of vast tracts 
of land illegally, or great tracts of coal 
beds, of timber, the cornering of a market 
and the raising of the price of a necessity 
to others—all this is greed, and likewise 
dishonest. i 

If there is any one attribute which is 
more damning than another, it is greed. 
It is prevailent to an alarming extent in 
this generation—let us stamp it out of 
the next by educating our children up to 
be different, a higher and nobler stand- 
ard. Teach them and show every day 
that greed is dishonest, is unmanly, unfair, 
un-American and against the direct com- 
mandment which says thou shalt not covet 
anything which is they neighbor’s. 


Oxman, the cattleman who figured so 
prominently in the Mooney trial, was 
cleared of the charge of bribing a witness 
to testify falsely and immediately rearrest- 
ed again upon a perjury charge. While 
not defending Mooney, whom we do not 
consider a yery good citizen on general 
principles, we shall nevertheless hold to 
the opinion that the district attorney’s of- 
fice at San Francisco, and others who 
would have been smerched had Oxman 
been found guilty, were instrumental in 
bringing about a ‘‘whitewash’”’ of Ox- 
man. San Francisco juries are not over- 
ly dependable, at best, and -the general 
public looks upon that verdict with justi- 
fiable suspicion.

The trap-door has been sprung under 
the ‘‘Fashion Hint from Paris.’? And 
the American republic still stands. Our 
women folks manage to do their shopping, 
select their gowns and go through the 
mysterious formula of getting into their 
clothes, in spite of the fact that the Com- 
manders-in-Chief of Fashion have had all 
they could do trying to convince a scepti- 
cal government that they were too old and 
fat for war service. So far as we know, 
there has been no tearing of hair and 
gnashing of teeth, outside of Paris, be- 
cause the war has come between the gen- 
tlemen millionaires and dressmakers of 
Paris and their subject customers across 
the Atlantic. 

Paris, it has been admitted for a long 
time, has had rather too much to say as to 
what the women of the rest of the world 
should wear. It has exercised its power 
in tyrannical form—as attest the hobble, 
At last the opportunity has come to de- 
clare independence. It will be years be- 
fore Paris can pick up the scepter again 
and bid all of womankind, from Nish to 
Newark, from Memphis to Melbourne, to 
dress, comb their hair and powder their 
noses according to the ever-changing Par- 
isian whim. In the meanwhile, America 
can establish her own Center of Fashion. 
She can lay down her own codes, develop 
her own ideas, originate her own designs. 
It is a chance that should not be let to slip 
away unheeded.
